Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the subject 
matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

[3] Claims 16-21 are recites the limitation "The editing device" in the preamble. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on sale in 
this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

[4] Claims 1-30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Chang et al. (IEEE 
Journal on Selected Areas in Communications, Vol. 13, No. 1, 0733-8716/95; S. Chang et al.; 
"Manipulation and Compositing of MC-DCT Compressed Video"; pp. 1-10; 1995.). 
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Regarding claim 1, Chang teaches a method comprising: acquiring from a bitstream (ie. 
compressed video signals) data indicative of transform coefficients of at least part of a video 
sequence, wherein the bitstream comprises video data indicative of the video sequence [page 
2, col. 1 y para. 1]\ and modifying (i.e. video manipulations) the acquired data in the transform 
domain (i.e. DCT domain) for providing modified data (i.e. new) in a modified bitstream (i.e. 
compressed video signals) to achieve a video effect (i.e. video manipulations) in said at least part of 
the video sequence, wherein motion compensation is used in compression of the video 
sequence [page 2, col. 1>para. 1; page 2, col. 2 \ para. 4]. 

Regarding claims 2-30, all claimed limitations are set forth and rejected as per discussion for 
claim 1 above and as disclosed in the previous non-final office action (mailed on 
08/02/2007), which is incorporated herein by reference.
